From the account of your criticism of u liver °tone and his movie in the New York

So, when Stone 
said what you appear to have missed, that lie v«puld record their history for the people, 
telling them "who" billed their President, "why" and "how" and added that he was basin# 
his film on Jim Garrison's book, based on my personal experience v/ith Garrison I wrote 
Stone at some length, 2/0/91 • Us did not respond. Then, when was given a copy of the 
script, which Stone said over and over again I stole and also sold for profit, another 
of his innumerable lies, I spoke to Lardner. We've known each other for 25 years and

To give you an idea of how intendedly dishonest Stone was, I told him in tliat 2/8/91 
letter tliat two of Garrison* s staff asked me to try to prevent still another atrocity ho 
had planned to commemorate {ugh!) the fifth JFK assassination anniversary because they 
had not been able to stop him. I did make the investigation that forced liirn to abandon 
that horroc. I have a copy of my investigative report and more tlian enough of the docu- 
mentation. lardner had access to this and he can give you his own estimate of it. His 
story wa3 moderate, given the material. Which, of course, was available to Stone. 

Garrison was gping to charge a right-wing preacher* s west-coast representative, 

Edgar E^jene Bradley, with being a JFK assassin solely on the base of the obviously false 
allegation he that he waS'^a' tno‘~»0 men in the 3qcPalled "tramp* 1 pictures. He Has going 
to charge Kobert L. Perrin with being a second Grassy ^oll assassin, in 1963, although 
he knew that Perrin had killed himself in New Orleans in 196,2! 

When I had Garrison boxed into a corner, he merely forgot Bradley and he fired a man 
he had hired and paid from private funds, William Wood, who used the name "Box&ey," making 
up the tale tliat the CIA had infiltrated Boxley onto his staff to wreck the investigation.
